Penrose remains as head of tin* fin­ 
ance committee. 
But W atson having 
assumed the reins for the purpose of 
getting action on the tax bill, is now 
regarded as the real chieftain. 
W a tso n ’s

He grew disturbed over word from

Watson canvassed tile 
Senate. Democrats told him if Re­ 
publicans tried to adjourn with the 
program uncompleted they would he 
pilloried.

EXPORTATIONS 
DECREASING? 


France Has Remarkable Record of 
No Unemployment And no Labor 
Unrest—-in Good Condition

verely by the general depression of 
business and 
economic conditions. 
Ih.it usually ac cura te barometer

t a t i o n and e x p o r t a t i o n 
s t a t i s t i c s — 


shot s storm clouds 
in 
heavy 
de­ 
creases iii the vital items. 


But in r e a d i n g any statistics 
re ­ 
garding Prance’s economic 
status, 
figures of her terrible 
w a r 
los s e s 
ami wonderful reeonstructional e f ­ 
fort must he considered 
sim ultan­ 
eously. T o cite only a 
few— 1,364,- 
000 men 
killed, 4,571,000 acres of 
arable and devastted, 
the 
great 
industrial and coal 
basin 
o f 
t h e 
North ruined. 


These figures serve 
to 
partially 
nil lily the statistics usually relied 
upon by economists. 


Agirist these 
figures 
stand 
3,- 
420,000 acres cleared and put 
u n ­ 
der cultivation, 3,645 factories 
re ­ 
sumed work out 
of 
4,700 
ruined, 
8,426 miles o f roads rebuilt, 2,202 
miles of railways reconstructed. 


Oil the opposite side o f the ledg­ 
er are the figures 
of 
importation 
and exportation. 
A fte r 
rising 
by 
leaps since the armistice, 
the 
ex­ 
ports show a marked 
setback. 
As 
compared with tile 
similar 
seven 
m o n t h s of 
1020, 
exportations 
d e ­ 
creased in value from fourteen bil­ 
lion francs to twelve Bi Ilion francs. 


Tile most disquieting fe ature 
of 
,the statistics is the 
unprecedented 
drop of importation of raw 
m a t e r ­ 
ials from fifteen billions of 
francs 
to five billions. 
An encouraging note in tile im por­ 


tations is tile great fall in imports 
of foodstuffs 
by 
fo u r 
and 
one- 
q u a r te r billions o f francs,, showing 
tilt Prance is rapidly regaining her 
power of feeding herself 
independ­ 
ently. 


On the other hand. F ran c e has a 
remarkable record of no unemploy­ 
ment and no labor unrest. 


Owing 
to 
the 
fact 
that 
her 
great basic industry is 
agriculture, 
Prance is iii a much more favorable 
position 
than 
big 
m anufacturing 
I nations. In general agriculture is in 
J :i much better shape than for years, 
and 
the patient 
industry 
of 
the 
French 
pea san t 
is 
unequaled 
in 
Europe. 


The Ministry of Agriculture just 
announced, despite the drought, the 
wheat crop surpasses 
all 
records 
with 87,066,006 o f 
quintals, 
in­ 
cluding 2,000,060 from A lsace-Lor­ 
raine. The average 
yield 
of 
16.1 
quintals per heetore also established 
a re co ml. The immediate result was 
a reduction in the 
retail 
price of 
bread, whiteh is a f a r g re ater staple 
foodstuff in P rance than any < flier 
country. Another result will he the 
hauling o f importations 
of 
wheal 
and heavy paym ents in depreciated 
currency. 


Unheralded in the press, France is 
passing through the c r i s i s o f a s il­ 
ent 
“ buyers’ 
strike". 
As 
prices 
steadily mounted the m a s s of people 
gradually stopped buying 
anything 
except necessities. It is a hard blow 
to the stores that had 
stocked 
up 
with 
m o n e y 
borrowed 
from 
the 
banks at high rates. Although 
the 
storekeepers are stubbornly holding 
out, trying to get out even, t h e pric­ 
es in clothes and shoes have 
been 
forced down about 20 percent. 


Since tile first of 
the 
year 
tile 
general cost of living 
h a s dropped 
about 35 percent. Meantime, wages 
have followed with an average d e ­ 
crease of from 12 to 15 per cent.. 
But food prices, 
except 
bread, 
are tenaciously holding to the 
top 
notch, with 
prospects 
o f 
soaring 
drilling the winter, owing to the two 
m onths’ drought. 
The 
vintage 
of 
wine is above tile average. 
Owing to the destruction 
o f the 
Lens coal fields, F ra n c e ’s coal pro-, 
duct ion is still f a r under 
p re -w ar 
production, which, in turn, 
directly 
affects nearly every branch of n a ­ 
tional industry. Satisfies show 
that 
steel an d iron 
production 
exceeds 


F ra n c e ’s national needs hut she 
is 
unable to m arke t it freely. 
But despite Hic heavy burden 
o f 
her devastated regions and the u n ­ 
favorable world economic condition, 
French economists a n d business e x ­ 
perts 
agree 
th a t 
fundamentally, 
F rance is sound, 
and 
needs 
only 
time and work to put 
her 
on the 
road to the old-time national p ro s ­ 
perity.
